PEEAOHEB BPUEQEON. 


A Morulnc with England's Great Pal 


pit Orator. 


The London correspondent of the Balll 


more American thus writes: 


The Uev. Mr. Spurgeon was twenty years 


younger the flrsl lime vre heard him preach 
than be was yesterday, and he has not itn 
proved by age, simply for the reason thai 
llieie was no room fur Improvement. 
He 


pieaches now just as lie preached when we 
first heard him. In personal appearance 
however, he has sreally changed, having be- 
come broad and thick-set, and a heavy sui 
of brown hair, with beard and whiskers sur- 
rounding his face, givea him the appearance 
of an English sea-captain rather than lliato 
the most popular clergyman of England 
He never bad any of the outward semblance 
of a clergyman, and looks less like it now 
than ever. At tint sight tlie stranger looks 
upon him with a feeling of disappointment, 
and asks himself—or mortj frequently those 
in the next pew—whether that can possibly 
be Mr. Spurgeon. 
He comes onto the roa- 


truui, for he has no pulpit, and looks more 
as if he were the sexton arranging books for 
the pastor than the great preacher himself. 


But before alluding to the sermon we must 


give tlie leader some Idea of the church aud 
the congregation. 
Having no tickets we 


went early, and our party being recognized 
hy one-of the vestrymen on the pavement as 
Americans, he kindly furnished us with tick- 
ets, which gave us admission at a side door, 
the front doors not being opened until all 
the pew holders aud ticket holders are ad- 
mitted. They are then opened and just 
enough to fill any vai'ant seats tbat may be 
left, and closed again, hundreds who have 
been waiting pel haps for an hour being de- 
nied admission altogether. 
The 
church 


seats 6,000, about three times as many as 
die largest church in Baltimore, but is not 
large enough to accornodate tbe throngs 
of people who have for thirty years flocked, 
morning and evening, to hear Mr. Spurgeon 
preach. 


On entering the chnrch there was proba- 


bly not more than 200 persons in advance of 
la.and these were all seated in the aisles and on 
benches along the walls, being, like ourselves, 
strangers and not holders of seats. 
We took 


similar seats, and were told that at five min- 
utes of eleven we could lake any seats in tho 
pews that were at tbat time vacant. At 
inarter of eleven the pew-holders commenced 
lo flock in, and when tbe hands of the clock 
lointed to five minutes of eleven, there was 
a general move all over the church for more 
desirable seats in the pews. It being the 
bank holiday, many of the pewholders were 
n the country, and the strangers had a bet- 
lerchance than usual. 
We secured excellent, 


seats, and tbe front door being simultane- 
ously opened, tbe seats that we and others 
md vacated were soon filled. At 11 o'clock, 
ivhen Mr. Spurgeon came upon the rostrum, 
the whole church was packed to overflowing, 
and the doors weru closed and locked. 
The 


lisle seats were all filled and two immense 
galleries; one above tlie other, which sttr- 
•ound the long and broad churclvboth before 
iiid behind the rostrum, were not only pack- 
id, but along the walls hundreds were stand- 
ng, and even the stairway t» the rostrum 
nassed with people. In times long past 
Mr. Spurgeon was spoken of as a sensational 
>ieacber, but for twenty-five or thirty years 


has never failed, morning and evening, 


o attract such gatherings as this, and he has 
mill up the largest and mosl powerful church 
n-ganization in London. 
This morning iu 


tnnouncing lhal he would preach again at 
' o'clock this evening, he requested the con- 
gregation and pewholders " stop away" and 
el others who ware desirous to be present 
iccupy their places; that his sermou was 
not intended for them, aud tbeir presence 
was not desired. 
What other minister in 


he world, with 6,000 seats at his disposal 
ould have hazarded such an announcement 
3 this? The weather was also threatening 
ain. which has been coining down at inter- 
als ever since we relumed, but he will have 
, packed church this evening notwiUistaud- 
»g-Mr. Spurgeou rose promptly at 11 o'clock 
nd gave out a hymn lo be sung, repeating 
he lines as the singing progressed, tbe whole 
ongregation taking part, though it was led 
>y a number of ladies and gentlemen who 
iccupied a staging under the rostrum. 
This 


was followed by a brief but very expressive 
irayer, his ,voice being so sonorous and 
istinct thai eveiv word could be heard 
hroughout the vast edifice. 
Another hymn 


was then sung, when be read the slxty- 
hird Psalm, commenting upon each verse 
s he progressed, anl making a series of 
pt allusions that were instructive as well 
s interesting. After another hymn a most 
oppressive and extempore prayer was de- 
vPred, occupying fully fifteen minutes, 
ud in this tbe eloquence and tlie power of 
lie divine to stir the feeling and enchain the 
ttenlion of his bearers was fully developed. 


Although at first they listened with bowed 
leads, Ihe <yes of all were gradually raised 
ud riveted on the face of the speaker, 
whose fervor and earnestness was truly 
larding. 


As soon as Ihe prayer was finisher] another 


iViuo was given out and sung, when he look 
or his text the first and second verses of tbe 
ixty-lhird Psalm. The opening services oc- 
upied one hour, and the sermon which fol- 
owed fifty-five minutes. 
The attention of 


be vasl congregation was marked arid ear- 
nest throughout the service, aud at times 
'iU'-ing the sermon a rustling movement in- 
licaled llie effect of his powerful but simple 
anguage and apt illustrations. 


Mr. Spurgeon's style of preaching is free 


rom all effort to display either elegance of 
iction or eloquence. He seems rather as if 
onversing with a circle of friends, and at 
imes leans on tbe railing of the rostrum as 
':'talking to a few hearers below him. His 
ttrsts of eloquence, which are very frequent, 
ome upon bis hearers as the natural out- 
ouring of a fervent imagination, and seem 
a have' been neither contemplated nor 
bought of a moment before their utterance. 
le preaches without notes, and even in re- 
peating his lest, which embraced the most of 
wo chapters, did il from memory, without 
ookiug at llie Bible. Iu reading the cliap- 
er in the early part of the service he scarcely 
ooked at the book, seeming to have it all 
ommitted lo memory. 
There was no collodion laken up, but the 


ongregalion deposited their offerings in boxes 
n the wall to each of Ihe doors as they 
lassed out, and the voluntary collection thus 
aken up was veiy large. 
Couuected with 


he church are a number of schools, hospi- 
als and asylums, all of which are superin- 
ended by this energetic and baid-working 
minister, thought he has the knack of niak- 
ug all his congregation take a share of the 
vurk. 


There was probably nol a_persou in .Ihe 


ongregation who did not fee!*a personal ap- 
ilication of many »( his points of argument 
i»d trite and expressive illustrations. 
Some 


of these caused a general smile, while at 
olber times the entire audience were so im- 
iressed thai Ihe eager interest they felt as 


reached the culmination of his illustration 


was visible' in their countenances.

luency is remarkable, aud the originality of 
bought and expression seem as if entirely 
uggested at the moment of utterance, with- 
out any previous forethought or prepara- 
ion.

The exception is so charming and so small 
that we'are brought to regard the large body 
of female ciphers not at alt from an exalted 
position—I-tneau that class who have no 
family or household cares, but who sit from 
one end of the year to the other with their 
hands in their laps and -their heads " no- 
where." Of such is (jot the fair Princess I 
speak of. She has founded an institute for 
the teaching and providing for the portion- 
less daughters of poor members of the no 
bility, and I have good reason to know her 
clients are neither few nor far between. 
This institution has none of tbe features ol 
objection that1 mark poverty—tbe crime ol 
Europe as well as of England, as Sidney 
Smith would say.

She has a forte in the 
fine arts, and that is in architectural designs 
and 'colors. Berlin is not ignorant of her 
utilitarian talents in this regard.

You are dealing daily with the es- 
sential things of life, and are not warped in 
vour judgment nor deflected from your 
course by speculative and illusory schemes 


advancement and gain. 
You at-e land 


owners, free owners, a proud title that comes 
o us with ceuturies of civilization and 
trength—a title that every man in this coun- 
ry should make it his object to acquire and 
lonor. Self-government among the owners 
if the soil in America is an instinct, and 
where that ownership is widely distributed, 
good government is the rule.

o the bondage from which we have escaped, 
with no other satisfaction tlian that of hav- 
ng exchanged one set of dogm^tUts for an- 
itber. The dilemma is. leal, and we shall 
not be relieved from it until the standard of 
education has been so raised tbat au intelli- 
gent man would be able to know whether 
lis teacher was pursuing a true method of 
discovery, even though could not check every 
itep of bis progress.—London Times.

We ;ire soiry to 
see in an article from one of our correspon- 
dents, who Is interested in the snb|ect of 
drainage, the suggestion that fifty cents a 
day to a laboring man is sutlkienl for his 
comfortable support, There arc 300 work- 
ing days In a year. If a laboring man could 
find employment every one of these days' 
and receive for his work the magnificent 
sum of $150 therefor, bow would his ac. 
count stand it the end of the year, after his 
rent, fuel, clothing and provision bills were 
liquidated? How much could ha save to 
provide a home for himself, or to invest in 
needed furniture? If a married man, with 
three or four little children to provide for, the 
chances would be that often they would go 
hungry to bed. 
But laboring men, the men 


who dig and delve, do not get employment 
the year round. There are dull seasons ior 
them also. They have to practice the most 
rigid economy, at the prices they now ob- 
tain, In order to barely receive the necessa- 
ries of life.' • if they are fortunate enough to 
obtain work half of the lime, their compen- 
sation would amount at the end of the year, 
it the price mentioned by ourcoriespondent, 
to the sum of $75. 
Fifteen dollars perhaps 


more than the rent cf the most inferior house 
In the buiougb. 


A man whose business requires him to ob- 


tain his living by the sweat of his face, de. 
inands more nourishment than the one who 
makes but little bodily exertion. A person 
can lit idle day In and day out, and eat but 
little. A bard worker requires food to sup- 
ply the waste. A fair day's pay fur an hon- 
est day's work is what is wanted, and if the 
boiough »f Bristol makes the improvements 
that are contemplated, they should offer such 
pay that a man can accept In justice to him- 
self and his family.

EDITOR GAZETTE:—An 
index of th 


House Journal Committee reports cxecutiv 
and miscellaneous documents baa just bee 
prepared, showing in brief the amount o 
work done during tbe first half or the pres- 
ent, Congress. This volume embraces be 
tweeo nix and seven hundred pages, ani 
covers 1017 reports of committees, bound i 
five volumes, a seiles of executive ilocn 
incuts, making tweniv-lbree volumes, an 
miscellaneous documents in several TO! 
umes. Tlie number of pages of " text, 
thus indexed, comes up to 28,000, nn exam 
ination of which allows 5,227 bills and 20C 
joint resolutions to have been introduced i 
tbe House, and received more or less atlen 
tion. Added to these are several hundre 
Senate Bills. No previous House ev«r ha 
before it more than 0,090 bills during it 
whole Congress. It thus appears tliat tb 
business has increased lo almost double tha 
of any House since the beginning «f th 
American Republic. This is accounted for b 
the increase of what is known as "privat 
legislation;" that is, for claims growing ou 
of the late war, fur pensions and for prop 
erty destroyed, claimed to beovrned by ioya 
citizens. Other causes for tbe increase arc 
to be found in the development of the Ter 
ritorles, the growing railroads, and natura 
swelling of all business and trades. 
Of th 


5,227 bills and 200 joint resolutions, tbeie 
however, appears but about 500 subjects o 
general interest. The remainder being de 
voted to individuals, societies, and 
corpora 


lions.

134S Lorubaid street, was murdered by a fel- 
low country man named Jose Antonio Enarez. 
Le Blanc occupied a small loom undei 
O'Neill's Hall, and lived and Cirried on Ins 
business in the same apartment, sleeping at 
night iu a hammock. 
About a week ago 


Suarez applied to Lo Bl.inc for aid, stating 
that hi; was in great distress. The tailor 
gave him a hunk in 1 lie bulk window, where 
the ingraie slept with a bundle of old cloth- 
ing for bis pillow. On Saturday, nt-iir mid- 
night, hu was seun in tlie btore by a colored 
boy, who was in the place, and to whom he 
gave advice to move out quickly, coupling 
thu lemurk witli an o>ilh. 
VVhoii Mr. Cain, 


a hair-diesser, ni'xt door, bugnn work caily 
in the uioruin^, lie heard ^u><ins In tlu> tailor 
sl-ure, and near seven o'clock Suarez came 
out with u large bundle under his arm and 
moved down the street. There was nothinj; 
remaikable in tho man's appeatence, so he 
was allowed to pass unmolested. About I he 
same time Mis. Nixon, living in the lear ol 
Le Blanc's place, heard ^roa'ns in the store, 
and she proceeded 
to a flat and called 


through a little window in the rear of tho 
tailor |hop, and asked what was (lie matter. 
She says Le Blanc faintly answered, " 1 am 
very sick," and then said something else 
which was unintelligible to her. She had 
listened to the nian's groaning, and believed 
he was suffering with tlie cramp. It was 
nearly noon when she paid a second visit to 
the little window over the Rat, and, pushing 
it back with a stick, peeped iu. She saw 
tho Cuban lying on tlie floor, partially naked 
and quiet. On closer inspection Mrs. Nixon 
discovered that his drawers were covered 
with blood, and that there were pools of 
hlood on the floor. 


The police autborilies were informed and 


an officer 
climbed over tlie transom and 


opened the door. In the back part (if the 
room, separated from the front by a small 
board partition, was found Le Blanc's body, 
covered with blood, while almost everything 
in the room was smeared witlt blood. 
The 


appearance of the room denoted that Le 
Blanc had a hard struggle for life, as every- 
thing was overturned." He lay on his face 
and his garments were bloodsoaked. Ills 
bead was turned toward tbe door, resting on 
a placard. On the right temple was a deep 
cut, surrounded by tho luiptession of a fl<tt- 
ir-jn. The eye was closed and immediately 
beneath tlie temple was an ugly gash. 
Ou 


the left side ot lie neck was a deep wound, 
made by a sharp instrument, whieh bad sev- 
ered the jugular vein, audit was apparent 
that tbe man had hied to death. 
Oil the 


right aide of the throat was another cut, but 
not so deep as the opposite one. His hands 
lay across his breast, and he clutched tightly 
a large piece of paper, which was smeared 
as though he had in his dying moments en- 
deavored lo wipe away the blood which 
ft owed thick and fast from the gaping w,ound 
in the neck. 
After committing the deed, 


tlie murderer had gone into the cellar and 
washed his hands and then threw his bloody 
shirt into a tub of water, while a razor was 
found in a water-closet close by. 


Tbe motive for tbe deed is a mystery, as 


it was not believed Le Blanc had any 
money. 
He tented the store on tbe 27th of 


June, and has been unable to pay more than 
one month's rent. Ha was of a roving dis- 
position, arid had recently returned from 
Mexico and California. The deceased was 
well-known in the southern section of the 
city, and a member of a colored lodge ol 
Free Masons. He was a native of Santiago 
de Cuba. 
The murderer, Josfl Antonio 


Juarez, has heen iu the country about six 
months. He first lauded in New York, and 
came to this city, where he met a young man 
named Karris, to whose house at Twelfth 
and Kempton, near Pine street, he was con 
dueled. For a nionlli !!« lesided there and 
worked as a^lripper in a cigar store on Sixth 
street, near Arcu. Suarez Is about twenty- 
five years of age, of u quiet disposition, five 
feei. seven inches in height, prominent cheek 
boues, sallow complexion and straight black 
hair. lie bad on hhick pants and a faced 
straw hat.— Philadelphia Bulletin.

EDITOR GAZKTTX :—In these Union of grea 


depression in tho financial affairs of our count: 
every ono muHt be affected by It, especially th 
producers of the soil and manufacturers. Upo 
these our laboring classes are closely dependent 
In this town there are and must continue for som 
time to be very many men out ef employmeiil 
The question present undoubtedly, to theli 
minds, what are we to do? How are our fam 
llies to be provided for this coming winter? The 
same saddened feeling must visit every thought 
ful mind. Follow cltitens, cau we not do some 
thing as a community to make this part of ou 
population sell supporting Instead of reduclu 
them to pauperism. Help they must have un 
leas employment can be found by property hold 
era. There IB nothing more demoralizing than 
idleness, especially w when It pioceedu from 
poverty. Would we not all rather pay for hoii 
e«t toil than for inactivity. Our town ueodu much 
labor expended for its Improvement. The healtl 
of Its citizens demand that labor. The experience 
of the past shows clearly Ita necessity. The In 
crease in the value of real estate, which these 
Improvements must bring, will help pay for the 
outlay. Then why delay ? Look at the aw fa 
condition of our Southern cities. What other 
cause can be ascribed for the sicklies* and death 
which ia now laying wants whole towns, than 
Impurity of tho atmosphere ? Tho want ol 
cleanliness. The proof ot this is that when But- 
ler entered New Orleans as a military officer, 
drained and cleansed that town, even our own 
soldiers unacclimated as they were, remained in 
a healthy condition. 


Bristol has for many years had the reputation 


of being unhealthy. Never was their anything 
more unjust. This opinion was formed thirty or 
forty years ago, when Ae back and lower partof 
-he town had much low marshy ground; then 
typhoid fever and ague prevailed. Since then 


e have been about the healthiest town in this 


section of country. Last winter we were no worse 
than anywhere elae, but with tho high bank, 
gravelly soil, and a river with tide water, 
we ought to have been better. A few yearn ago 


hen typhus and typhoid fever prevailed In city 


and country, there was little of It here. £Ight or 
ten years ago when scarlet fever and diphtheria 


'aa in Philadelphia and other citios, almost like 
a pestilence among the children, we had but few 


When a few years ago small pox created 


flch a terror In tho cities, we had but three or 
our cases in our borough. The introduction of 
rater into the town should be a great Meaning, 
>ut owing to the want of drainage it has proved 
itherwlfl*. Give un drainage and our once 
lealthy town will soon become so again. Now 
is the time to do it wb.Uo no many mou are o^t of 
mpleyment. If we cannot atford to give more 
ban seventy-five or even ttt'ty cents a day for 
he labor to be performed in building the sewer t 
hat U very much better than nothing. And it 
will procure tbe neoeesarlea of life. Tobacco and 
Iquor cost many of our citizens a large propor- 
lou of that amount and do themselves barm and 
heir families no good, Many will have to do 
rlthoutthem if thoy provide for their families 
omfortably this winter. Seventy-five cents 
seems but small wages, but la it not better to take 
hat and provide wholesome food for their Umll- 
c», thus maintaining ones own self respect than 
be aa paupers upon the town? Some of us enn 
ememberwben men received CO cents per day 
nd women 75 cenU per week ; and the necea- 
arlee of life were no less In price than they ara 
ow. The happineas of the people wan aa great 
imply because they knew not the extravagant 
ablts ot the present day. 
Certainly there cannot be a father in this town 


who would not rather give his labor or of his 
money if he possessed it, than to run the rink of 


aving his home circle invaded by disease as no 


many were last winter. Far better would it be 
.o rlee in might and go to work shovel In hand, 


r the purification of our town, for no wages at 
U if you could aitbrd it. If not for small pay.
